Attorney-General of South Dakota, came 
from Longpine this evening and he had heard 
at Longpine the story of the fight at Pine 
Ridge. He had no details beyond the rumor 
given above. Mr. Dollard will remain here 
to see the result. . 
This town is full of refugees from the Indian 
country. At a rough estimate 1,200 men, 
women, and children have fied from the coun- 
try north of the railroad and about the Pine 
Ridge Agency. Every freight-train that 
stopped at the small side-tracks today west of 
here was besieged by people demanding to be 
carried east. The entire country is thorough- 
ly aroused, and anybody who can get away is 


doing so. 
People who have come down the line from 
Rushville bring the worst possible rumors. 
It is reported here that Agent Royer, who has

American 
Horse and Thunder Bear staid in Rushville 
but Agent Royer returned. 

Tuesday he again appeared, bringing with 
him this time his wife and children. 
He said he thought it was no longer safe for 
them at the agency. In opposition to this 
view, however, it was said that tlie traders at 
the agency have not left, and they think that 
their families and their property are in no 
great danger. A portion of the holders who 
arrived at Rushville today will reach Pine 


. Ridge Agency early in the morning. 


Troops from both the East and West have 
been pushed on to Rushville today. That is 
the nearest point on the Fremont, Elkhorn 
and Missouri Valley railroad to the Pine 
Ridge Agency. About 600 men have reached 
that point. Four companies, under the com- 
mand of Mai. Edward Butler, came through 
from Omaha early this morning. Besides the 
usual equipment for field service they have 
with them à couple of Gatling guns. The com- 
mand is a detachment of the Eighth Cavalry.

INDIANS READY TO GIVE BATTLE. 


The Messiah Expected Today in the Form 
| * of a Buffalo. ‘4 

Rusuvi11z, Neb., Nov. 19.—As soon as the 
troops began arriving here today couriers 
rushed with the news to Pine Ridge Agency. 
Word was received frum this agency tonight 
that the bad Indians under Red Cloud and 
Little Wound declare that they will meet 
the troops in battle tomorrow. Agent 
Royer was interviewed. He and his 
Indian police were powerless he said.. 
One of them, Thunder Bear, arrested a bad 
Indian last Saturday, but was overpowered by 
others, and the prisoner was released. Several 


other prisoners were released and the rebels 


threatened to burn the agency buildings, 
Royer has been sending his reports recently to 
the War Department, and the Indians were 
not aware of the coming of the troops until 


v. 

He relates that Monday he was approached 
from behind by a bad Indian, who drew a 
knife and threatened to kill him. Royer was 
unarmed and at the Indian’s mercy. The 
latter for some reason desisted. Royer 
tried to get him arrested, but could 
not. The Indians at Pine Ridge Agency are 
about equally divided among good and bad. 
Red Cloud and Little Wound have been fo- 


they have now enough beef to leave with the 
squaws and papooses to last during a long 


white man’s meat to eat while making war 
on the white man. The Sioux expect the 
Messiah every day. 

Three hundred young Sioux braves are 
missing from the reservation,“ he said, and 
the Indian scouts and the police say they don’t 
know where they are. We are friends of the 


white man and not of the Sioux, but as they 
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menting trouble for several weeks, while 
American Horse and Young Man Afraid of 
His Horses have tried to pacify the warriors. 

Last week a big meeting was held about 
fhirty miles from Pine Ridge Agency, at which 
a reputed apostle of the Messiah was present. 
He told the Indians to return to the agency 
and await the coming of the Messiah, who is to 
arrive tomorrow in the form of a buf- 
falo. He will give the signal for the 
opening of the conflict which is to annihilate 
the white race. This fact causes great fear in 
the minds of old Indian fighters. Unless 
there is an absolute failure to get word from 
the Messiah on the day of the arrival of the 
troops a conflict is certain. 

Maj. Butler’s column went into camp to- 
night about ten miles from Pine Ridge. ‘Che 
officers are prepared for what seems now to 
be a certain combat. Many of the friendly 
Indians have left the agency and are 
now encamped at Rushville. They have 
signified their intention of aiding the whites. 
There is much uneasiness among the settlers 
in Northwestern Nebraska and Southwestern 
Dakota, but the arrival of the troops has 
averted a furious stampede. 


SITTING BULL PLACED IN IRONS. 


Rumor Also Says That Hundreds of His 
Braves Are Missing. 

Manpan, N. D., Nov. 19.—[Special.]—The 
report has just reached here that Sitting Bull 
has been placed in irons. There are no par- 
ticulars and the story lacks conflr- 
mation. It is known, however, 
upon tolerably good authority that

200 or 300 braves are missing. Nobody knows 
where they are, but it is surmised that Sitting 
Bull may have been taken in custody by 
the Indian police under orders from Agent 
McLaughlin as he was about to depart from 
his village. 

Company troops arrived here tonight from 
Fort Totten. They will stay in the cars until 
morning and then be marched to Fort Yates. 
Much relief is felt by the citizens over their 
arrival. The town is full of people from the 
country and many are still coming. Some 
houses barely large enough to accommodate 
one family are occupied by from five to ten 
families. A band of 200 Arickarees, bound 
for Fort Berthold, was shipped to Bismarck 
this morning. The railroad and city authori- 
ties felt that with the excitement prevailing 
on this side of the Missouri River it would be

At the house of Railroad Commissioner 
Harmon, twelve miles north of here, there 
are sixty refugees, and pickets are sent out 
every night. Last night one picket fired at 
another, thinking he was an Indian. Fort- 
unately it was a bad shot. Everybody is 
praying that a blizzard will come and pre- 
vent an outbreak. A company has been found 
at Glen Ullin to take charge of arms sent by 
the State Government. 


SIOUX ON THE MARCH. 


An Indian Scout Reports Them Heading 
for the Big Horn Valley. 

Curyennzg, Wyo., Nov. 19.—[Special.]— 
Word has just been received here that Frank 
Gruard, the Government Indian scout, has 
reached Buffalo, Wyo., with information that 
parties of Sioux Indians are traveling up the 
Powder River Valley towards the Big Horn 
region. 

The people at Buffalo are excited over the 
news, as depredations are feared upon the 
ranchmen of the Big Horn Valley and the 
big cattle herds of the region. 
The Indians, if not headed off, 
will probably cross the Big Horn Valley 
to the Shoshone Reservation, where there are 
1,700 Shoshones and Arapahoes. These In- 
dians have gone through one Messiah craze 
and it is doubtful whether they can be stirred 
up by their visitors. 

The troops in the region are three compa- 
nies of the Fifth Cavalry at Fort McKinney, 
near Buffalo, under Col. Guy V. Henry, and 
several companies of cavalry at Fort 
Washakie, on the Shoshone Reservation. 
The troops at Fort Russell are still 
under marching orders. Their baggage and 
supplies were sent north by rail this morning. 
The commanding officer, Col. Offley, does not 
know whether his regiment will go to Pine 
Ridge or north to the scene of this last report- 
ed raid. 


HUNDREDS OF BRAVES DISAPPEAR. 


Alarming Report from Standing Rock 
Agency—McLaughlin Visits Sitting Bull. 
Stanping Rock Aczgnoy, N. D., Nov. 19.— 

From Tus TaIBUxE's Special Correspondent 
by Courier to Bismarck, N. D.|—The news 
that troops have been ordered to the reserva- 
tion has spread rapidly among the savages, 
and the general effect has been bad. Several 
hundred of the braves have disappeared, with 
what object and in what direction cannot at 
this hour be learned. There is evident fright in 
some quarters and it is the general impression 
Ahat the bucks are running away from what 
they regard as an impending calamity. It 
may be, however, that they are bent 
upon pillage and murder, or have 
galloped across the country to in- 
cite the northern Cheyennes, the most 
excitable. band of Indians in the West, to 
take arms against the whites. The aged war- 
riors and women are frightened over the out- 
look and profees the warmest friendship for 
the palefaces. 

Maj. McLaughlin, the agent here, has just 
returned from Sitting Bull’s camp, on Grand 
River, and reports that the dances are still go- 
ing on, but Sitting Bull’s influence has weak- 


more than a hundred orso of followers. He 
received Maj. McLaughlin cordially, but the 
young bucks scowled at the agent as though 
he were not welcome. He had a 
long talk with Sitting Bull, and is satisfied 
that the old chief’g faith in the coming of the 
Messiah is on the decline, and unless some- 
thing unforeseen occurs there is no proba- 
bility of trouble this winter, and possibly none 
next spring. 

Maj. McLaughlin stated that everything 
was comparatively quiet and orderly in. Sit- 
ting Bull’s camp, and he has no fear of trouble 
now. Gen. Ruger’s presence here last week 
had the effect of reducing Sitting Bull's fol- 
lowers by nearly one-half, so that now he has 
not enough men to carry on a campaign if he

SETTLERS FLEEING FOR SAFETY. |: 
— — 


Hundreds Are Flocking Into the Large 
Towns Near Rosebud and Pine Ridge. 
Prerrg, S. D., Nov. 19,—[Special.]—While 
there is a perfect sense of security existing in 
this city and no danger in the remotest is ap- 
prehended over the Messiah craze which is 
turning the heads of the Sioux Indians living 
across the river, there is no use in denying the 
fact that the Sioux are at present uncontroila- 
ble through their religious craze, and it is un- 
safe for white persons to go among them. 
The refugees already in this city are being 
daily added to by ranchmen and half-breed 
Sioux and squaw-men, some of whom have 
lived among the Indians all their lives, but 
are not recognized now and do not have the 
friendship of the Indians. Some of them will 
not tell their fears while others are free to 
state that it is as much as their life is worth 
to remain longer where they might be at the 
mercy of the crazed redékins. The religious 
orgies and ghost dances are increasing rather 
than diminishing, and the outcome is pre- 
carious if the weather does not soon become 
too cold for them to keep up their exercises, 
Copy, Neb., Nov. 19.—{Special.]—Friendly 
Indians from the Rosebud Agency have 
wrought the settlers here up to a high pitch of 
excitement by reporting that foraging parties 
of the younger Indians certain to go out 
on foraging expeditions om their own account, 
whether a general u occurs or not. 
These young bucks, they gay, express a con- 
tempt for the soldiers, the Sioux, they de- 
clare, have never been whipped, and they are 
entirely willing to take their chances ina 
fight. Business in Cody is practically sus- 
pended. Aside from the petition sent in to 
the commander at Fort Niobrara a petition 
was sent to the Sec fof War last night 
asking that the Indians be fordered disarmed. 


MILES’ REPORTS ARE THREATENING. 


Official Dispatches from Gens. Miles and 
Schofield—Movement of Troops, 
Wasuineroy, D. C., Nov. 19.—Secretary 
Proctor returned to Washington from the 
West this morning, and was at once shown 
the following telegram from Gen. Miles: 
CMmoado, Nov. 18.—Adjutant-General of the 
Army: Instructions of President and Major-Gen- 
eral commanding the army received yesterday 
with accompanying document and transmitted to 
the department commander with additional in- 
structions. The reports y are of the same 
threatening tenor from Pine Ridge. Troops have 
been ordered to that agency and Rosebud to give 
protection, encourage the loyal, and restrain, if 
possible, the turbulent. The military are now 
using every effort to restrain and avoid an out- 
break, or at least to bridge over the time betweén 
this and severe cold weather. It is believed that 
any other course may precipitate hostilities. Thus 
far no Indians have been reported as having left 
their reservation with hostile intent. Please in- 
form me if this course is approved by the Major- 
General commanding the army. MILEs. . 
In reply to the abové Maj.-Gen. Schofield 
today sent the following dispatch to Gen. 
Miles: 
I approve of the measures you have taken in 
sending troops to the Rosebud and Pine Ridge 
Agencies and also of your proposed efforts while 
giving necessary protection to the agencies and 
restraining, as far as possible, the turbulent In- 
dians, to avoid, if possible, an outbreak or any 
active hostilities for the present until the advanc- 
ing season and further preparation shall make 
the operation of the troops more surely effective, 
with less danger to surrounding settlements. Fhe 
cavalry and artillery at Fort y . 
available troops will be 6 
of the emergency seems eg Whi a ara Ul 
Currzenng, Wyo., Noy. 19.—Officers of the 
Seventeenth Infantry say that their regiment 
will not leave here until. tonight. Their bag- 
gage and stores have been loaded on the 
Cheyenne and Northern trains. The com- 
mand expects to go from here by the Cheyenne 
and Northern railroad to the junction with 
the Fremont, Elkhorn and Missouri Valley 
line, and then to the Black Hills, Dakota, at a 
point near Rapid City, from which place they 
will have a fifty-mile march to the Pine Ridge 
Agency. he journey can be made in forty 
hours. The Seventeenth Infantry has hid a 
great deal of experience in Indian campaigns, ; 
having been for a number of years on the Da- 


plentiful and troublesome. R. H. Hall of the 
Fremont company, and a member of the 
Wyoming Legislature, whose home is near the 
Shoshone Reservation, says there is little 
danger of an uprising among the Shoshores 
and Arapahoes. Both of these tribes are 
under the control of Chiefs Washakie and 
Black Coal, who are intelligent, peaceable 
Indians and not liable to sanction an uprising. 

Transportation for the Fort Russell troops 
was received here this afternoon. Seven com- 
panies, under the command of Col. P. B. 
Offiey, are in readiness to move and will leave 
tonight, probably for Pine Ridge Agency, S. 
D. The baggage and equipments have gone 
forward, 

Omana, Neb., Nov. 19.—Gen. Brooke, Com- 
mandet of the Department of the Platte, left 
for the scene of the expected Indian troubles 
last night at 12 o’clock. He was acvompanied 
by his aide, Lieut. Charles M. Truitt of the 
Twenty-first Infantry. This will place the 
General a few hours later than the two spedial 
trains which last night left Omaha with 
the wagons and Companies A, B, C, and D of 
the Second Infantry. Gen. Brooke’s com- 
mand will, it is expected, leave Rushville to- 
night, and the cavalry are under orders to 
move from there not later than 11 
o’clock p. m., with the aim of reach- 
ing Pine Tree Agency by 4 o’clock 
tomorrow morning. The intention of the 
commander is to mass as Many troops as pos- 
sible at the same moment in the vicinity, of 
the agency. This demonstration, it is thought, 
will have a beneficial effect upon the Indians. 

It was rumored that the Indians had at- 
tempted the life of the agent. It has later 
been announced that the Indians of the Rose- 
bud Agency had risen en masse and were pro- 
ceeding to Pine Ridge, the adjoining agency, 
which is about fifty miles distant. If the 
rumor should prove to be well founded all 
the available troops of the department 
will be ordered immediately to the 
scene of the trouble, So far 
as known the troops of the Department of 
Dakota have not as yet been called for,

WILL HAVE A QUIETING EFFECT. 


Gen. Miles Thinks the Appearance of the 
Troops Will Have This Result. 

“What is the situation today!?“ Gen. Miles 
wes asked yesterday. 

The same turbulent spirit among the In- 
dians is manifested at Rosebud, Pine Ridge, 
and the Cheyenne Agencies. There is a more 
threatening aspect of affairs at Pine Ridge 
than elsewhere. In my opinion, however, the 
forces sent forward will be sufficient to protect 
the lives and public property and control the 
Indians. If the Indians do not commit any 
serious overt act before or immediately upon 
the arrival of the troops I ain of the opinion 
that their appearance will have a most quiet- 
ing effect. I have received information. that 
night before last American Horse, a Sioux, 
had a narrow escape from assassination from 
the turbulent 
Agency, This Indian is a prominent Sioux 
chief and a friend of the United States Gov. 
ernment.”’ :

TRUSTEES WILL MANAGE IT. 


Capital $1,000,000, to Be Increased at 
Will to $5,000,000. 


CHILDREN THE BENEFICIARIES. 


Awkward Predicament of Lake & Lane Over 
: a Land Deal, 


HALF A DOZEN SALES COME TO NAUGHT. 


The details of a trust fund of $1,000,000 for 
real-estate investment, the formation of which 
was mentioned in Taz Tamnun about three 
months ago, have come to light. There was 
filed in the office of Recorder of Deeds of Cook 
County Monday, Nov. 17, a document indorsed 
as follows:

The fact of the filing, however, reached Tun 
Tarox yesterday and on application being 
made direct to Recorder Stephens he ordered 
the paper shown for abstract ana publication. 

It is entitled Chicago Real-Estate 
m and Declaration of Trust.“ It bears 
dat® June 20, 1890.“ The purpose of the 
trust is declared explicitly enough in the 
fourth paragraph, as follows: 

Said trustees, to-wit: Owen F. Aldis, Henry 
Field, Bryan Lathrop, Byron L. Smith of Chicago, 
and J. Kennedy Tod of New York, shall use all 
money paid to them as such, except as berein- 
after provided, for the purchase of real estate, 
improved or unimproved, and for the improve- 
ment of real estate in the City of Chicago, County 
of Cook; and State of Illinois, and all real estate 
so purchased shall be conveyed to them in joint 
tenancy as trustees hereunder. 

The first section is an agreement on the part 
of the subscribers to the instrument whose 
names are printed below to pay at any time 
within two years from the date (June 20, 1890) 
to the trustees the amounts set opposite their 
names in such irstallments and amounts as 
the trustees may require until the aggregate 
amounts to 81, 000, 000.“ After this amount is 
subscribed the trustees are to invest the 
money in accordance with the agreements of 
the declaration and trust. 

Powers of the Trustees, 

These agreements are numerous, but in the 
main they are as follows: To hold absolute 
control of the real estate purchased; to exer- 
cise the right to sell for cash or credit at 
public or private sale; to mortgage with or 
without power of sale; to lease or hire for im- 
provement or otherwise for a term beyond the 
possible termination of the trust; to let, ex- 
change, release, and partition; in short, to ex- 
ercise all the rights of ownership acerumg to 
or pertaining to an individual owner. 

A succeeding section provides that the trust- 
ees may set aside not more than 10 per cent 
of the gross annual income from the property 
invested in for a contingent fund or sinking 
fund, or both.“ The profits are to be divided 
annually or oftener among the receipt holders. 
The contingent fund may be put at interest or 
invested in interest-bearing securities, etc. 

The nght to hire officers, appoint agents, 
etc., is vested in the trustees, but the expen- 
ses shall hot exceed in any one year 5 per 
cent of the investment. 

Arrangement is made for the transfer of 
receipts, and for the increase of the capital 
stock to $5.000,000, which is fixed as the limit. 
Original stockholders shall have preference in 
the purchase of new stock. 

An odd clause provides that no assessment 
shall ever be made upon the receipt holders. 
A trustee can resignonly by written instru- 
ment acknowledged in the manner prescribed 
for acknowledgment of deeds. No trustee 
shall be required to give a bond. 

Duration of the Trust. 

The trustees are to terminate the trust at 
the expiration of twenty years after the death 
of the last survivor of the following: Owen 
F. Aldis Jr., Marshall Field Jr., Solomon A. 
Smith, Harold C. Smith, Walter B. Smith, 
sons of Byron L. Smith; Stafford Henry 
Northeote, eldest son of the Earl of Iddes- 
liegh; Hugh Northcote, New York; Lawrence 
Brooks, Medford, Mass., heir of the Brooks 
estate; two sons of Prof. Reynolds of the 
Agricultural College of Michigan; Norman P. 
Ream, son of Norman B. Ream; Stanley 
Field, son of Joseph N. Field, Manchester, 
England. 

Or the trust may be closed out when three- 
fourths in value of the receipt-holders may so 
direct by regularly recorded instrument. 

There are other stipulations as to meetings, 
etc., which are important only as details.

THEY PROPOSE TO OUST HENRY VILLARD. 


The Rockefellers Secure a Controlling In- 
terest in Northern Pacific, 

New Lom, Nov. 19.—[ Special. I— The 
greatest piece of news in Wall street yester- 
day was that John D. and William Rockefel- 
ler, the Standard Oil magnates, had acquired 
control of the Northern Pacific railway, which 
practically means the ousting of Henry Villard. 
They are known to have been heavy buyers of 
Northern Pacific preferred during the late de- 
cline in values. The North American com- 
pany, by ownership of securities, had control 
of the Northern Pacific, but much of the first- 
named company’s assets has been closed out 
5 —— the last few days in liquidation of its 

oans. 

The Rockefellers bought in Northern Pa- 
cific at the request of Jay Gould. They have

the Northern Pacific are now the 
largest in the history of the company. How- 
ever, it has been suffering from entanglements 
with the other Villard corporations, and the 
purpose of the Rockefellers is, as stated, to re- 
move it from them.] 

The Rockefellers have not hitherto engaged 
in railroad operations. Their wealth is so 
great that, once having embarked in railroad 
affairs, it is in their power to dominate them. 
There is a scheme on foot to provide 
connections for the Northern Pacific 
which make it an uninterrupted rail line from 
the Atlantic to the Pacific. By its alliance 
with the Wisconsin Central it already reaches 
from Puget Sound to Chicago, and its route 
thence, it is said, will be by way of the Balti- 
more and Ohio. 


OF INTEREST TO CHICAGO BANKERS, 


The Case of the Drovers’ National Bank 
Against an Albany Institution. 

Syracusg, N. T., Nov. 19.—[Special.]—A 
case of interest to banking institutions in Chi- 
cago has been on trial here before Judge Wal- 
lace in the United States District Court. It is 
that of the Drovers’ National Bank of the 
Union Stock-Yards, Chicago, against the Al- 
bany County Bank of Albany, N. 1. The 
case is brought to recover about $7,000, the 
amount of two drafts made by Michael C. 
Gallice, a cattle buyer, and drawn by the 
Drovers’ Bank on the Albany bank. The 
claim is made that the officers of the Albany 
bank gave the Drovers’ bank a written state- 
ment that they would honor the drafts drawn 
by Mr. Gallice. On the other hand the de- 
fense claims that the Drovers’ bank accepted 
Mr. Gallice’s stock tickets, and they were 
sufficient security, according to the custom of 
Chicago banks, in accepting such “stock 
tickets.“ Cashier W. H. Brintnell and Assist- 
ant Cashier Edward Tilden of the Drovers’ 
bank were sworn. Michael C. Gallice and 
Hugh Gallice, his brother, who buys for him, 
were sworn for the defense. The statement 
was made in the court today that allof the 
banks in Chicago receive the stock tickets of 
buyers at the cattle-yards, but in this case the 
plaintiff claims that the Albany bank gave a 
guarantee that Mr. Gallice’s drafts should be 
paid by that institution. Judge Wallace said 
that there were some important points to de- 
cide, and he reserved his decision.

to Disquieting Reports from London, but 
at Noon the Mears Became Frightened 


and Started In to Buy, Carrying Active 
Securities Up from 1 to 4 Points Above 
Tuesday’s Close—Another Panicky Day 
in London. 4 
first time in a week Wall street passed through 
the day today without a single failure, but 
there was a feverish and apprehensive feeling 
in the morning hours. The bad condition of 
the London markets at the opening and the 
insidious work of the Rumor Committee were 
largely responsible for the bearishnees of the 
fore part of the day. Later on there was a 
decided reaction and a smart recovery of 
strength and confidence in the exchange, and 
the stock market closed decidedly strong and 
with money easier. 

The result of the day’s trading was a net 
gain of 1 to 4 points in nearly all active 
stocks, while ascore of the less active issues 
which did not catch on to the rise are 1 to 34¢ 
points bélow yesterday’s closing figures. 

Quotations from London before the opening 
showed a fall ‘of from 1 to 4 points, and the 
cable brought such disquieting reports as 
“‘semi-panic on Change, discounts 8 per 
cent, the Bank of England giving notice thatit 
would call in loans, bank rate to be advanced 
to 7 per cent tomorrow, important houses in 
trouble, bills drawn on Barings by corre- 
spondents since last Saturday wo not be 
accepted, etc. 

Most of these rumors were 4 mye, sone wid 
modified or contradicted, but those referring 
to the condition of the market were cor- 
roborated by the quotations received; and thé 
speculation here opened at a corresponding 
decline.

The Market Verges on a Panic, but Closes 
with a Decided Improvement. 

Lonpox, Nov. 19.—The Stock Exchange to- 
day was a prey to rumors, none of which was 
founded on fact. It will be astonishing if 
today’s consternation is not tollowed by a 
sharp rally. There is nothing in the monetary 
situation to create uneasiness.

Judah Halprin, 4 Russian Tailor, Was 42.

the Entire Arm, but the Shoulder Blade 
and Collar Bone—Snuicide of a Nephew

New York; Nov. 19.—[{Special. |—A remark. 
able surgical operation has been performed in 
the Mount Sinai Hospital on Lexington ave. 
nue. It is thought it is the flrst of its kind 
ever performed in this country. The opera. 
tion was the removal of the entire left 
shoulder-blade, and collar-bone, and the 
muscles attached thereto, of a man 
54 years old. According to the 
such an operation has been perf 
only thrice before—once in France and twigs 
in England. In a few days the patient will 
leave the hospital a healthier man than when 5 
he entered, so complete and thorough has 
been the work of the surgeons. Had the pa. 
tient been a younger man he would have been : 
out of the hospital in about half the time, 
But when a patient passes the age of 50 wounds 
do not heal so quickly as in earlier days, 

The patient is Judah Halprin, a native of 
Russia and a tailor by trade. His malady 
was a malignant tumor which affected the 
shoulder. The arm was utterly useless and 
the tissues surrounding the two joints were 
thoroughly infiltrated with the cancerous 
growth. It was necessary, to prevent the pos. 
sibility of any further cancerous growth, to 
remove the shoulder blade and collar bone, 
The operation occupied one hour and 
minutes. The patient will be at home next 
week minus his left arm, shoulder blade, and 
collar bone.

Prof, Swing Says the Liberal Christian Al-

THE COOK COUNTY RESULT, AND WHAT 
MIGHT HAVE BEEN. 

The returns for this county having been 
canvassed and official figures made known it 
is possible to see what the causes were of the 
Republican defeat on the 4th. For although 
the Republicans saved the Sheriff and County 
Clerk and School Superintendent they lost two 
members of Congress and came unpleasantly 
near losing another. They also lost a State 
Senator and three Representatives—including 
the Representative they fooled away in the 
Second District—thus losing a United States 
Senator. They lost two Judges, the County 
Board, and several important clerkships. In 
the case of some of the county officers the 
Democratic majorities were increased because 
the names of their candidates were on the 
‘little red school-house ticket, of which 
there were about 6,000 cast, 4,000 or 5,000 of 
them by Republicans. Judging by the vote 
for Trustees of the Illinois University, where 
there was practically no “scratching,” the 
county was about a tie politically. 

This is the poor showing the Republicans 
make. It would have been a vastly better 
one had the members of the Committee on 
Ways and Means shown ordinary common 
sense nine months ago. Supposing that when 
Mr. Blaine went before them last February 
and unfolded his great plan for Latin Amer- 
ican reciprocity they had listened sympathet- 
ically to him, instead of turning a deaf ear to 
what he said. Supposing they had studied 
over what he fold them and had replied: 
We appreciate the importance and the value 
“of your projects to the American people. 
„We see that we have neglected fine markets 
fox our surpluses at our own doors to culti- 
“vate poorer ones beyond the ocean, but we 
will change all that. We ask you to aid us 
in making the reciprocity treaties you have 
% outlined. We will also provide for a full 
and fair reciprocity with the five million 
** Canadians on the north as well as the forty 
** million Latin Americans to the south. We 
vill subsidize steamship lines to ply from our 
„% ovean ports to those of South America to be 
„loaded down with American products seek- 
ing enlarged markets. In that way we will, 
as you say, ward off an adverse balance of 
“trade, prevent a damaging drain on our 
** stock of specie, and find a sale at good prices 
“for all the surpluses of our farms and 
„ factories.” 

Supposing the Committee on Ways and 
Means had made and kept these pledges, and 
Messrs. Sherman, Allison, Hiscock, Aldrich, 
and other members of the Senate Finance 
Committee had pursued the* same policy. 
Supposing that in dealing with the Tariff bill 
they had revised duties downwards, not up- 
wards, taking old burdens from the manu- 
facturer rather than placing new ones on the 
consumer. Supposing they had not made 
clothing and bedding dearer but cheaper by 
letting in free mixing wools. Supposing they 
had drafted a bill which Congressmen could 
have heartily and enthusiastically defended 
when they got home, and would not have had 
to apologize for telling their constituents that 

“it would pinch them,” but they hoped it 
would be only for a short time. 

Supposing that these things had happened in 
Congress instead of the Quay-Reed-McKin- 
ley scheme that was hatched, who can deny 
that the result in this county would have been 
far different? The Republicans who are un- 
alterably opposed to prohibitory tariffs would 
not have bolted or scratched or kept at home. 
The young Democrats who are business-men, 
captivated by the grand program which Blaine 
had outlined and Congress had agreed to, 
would have voted for the Republican Con- 
' gressional candidates. This county would 
have been carried by 10,000 majority. But 
Reed, McKinley, and Quay preferred to have 
it otherwise, and so two Congressmen were 
lost here and a United States Senator and a 
Legislature. Menin voting for Representa- 
tives in the State Legislature said they would 
not support those who would vote to send 
back to the Senate a person who had voted 
for the McKinley bill.

THE INDIAN WAR SCARE, 

There is little likelihood that the religious 
fanaticism which has broken out among the 
Indians will lead to any serious results. The 
season of yearis unfavorable for an Indian 
war and the prompt massing of troops at the 
alleged points of danger will prevent belliger- 
ent acts or speedily crush them out should the 
present infatuation of the Indians as to a com- 
ing Messiah lead them to take to the warpath. 
The ghost dances will be stopped. The Indian 
Virgin Mary is already in a guard-house, and 
if necessary the Indian Christ also can be 
hunted up and placed where he no longer 
can work upon the superstitions of the 
Indians. As to this religious infatuation the 
whites have no reason to boast their superior- 
ity. There are white men and women of pre- 
sumably fair intelligence who believe in 
Schweinfurth and other Messiah humbugs and 
who indulge in other equally silly and fantas 
tic notions in spite of the influences of cent-- 
uries of education and civilization. Un- 
fortunately, however, the white shams can- 
not be run into a guard-house as easily as the 
Indian, and the delusion will have to go on un- 
til its victims can realize their folly. 

Gen. Miles maybe safely trusted to regu- 
late the fanatical outbreak and cure the de- 
lusion by stripping the propagandists of all 
agencies of mischief, If reports be true, how- 
ever, the Government itself and the people in 
the vicinity of the Sioux Reservation are not 
without grave responsibility in this business. 
It is charged by the Indians that since they 
parted with their reservation they have not 
been paid as they were promised and they 
have not received the rations due them. If 
this be true it might be possible to overcome 
their religious fanaticism by appeasing their 
hunger. A present supply of good Govern- 
ment beef would soon banish all aspirations 
for a buffalo millennium such as their Mes- 
siah has promised them. The people of Man- 
dan have been clamoring for help and asking 
for arms, and yet, if all reports be true, not 
only post traders but people in the vicinity 
of Mandan have beem selling the Indians 
arms, ammunition, and whisky. 
of the whites has placed these articles 
in the hands of the Indians, What 
wonder is it that, deluded by supersti- 
tion and feeling aggrieved at ill treat- 
ment, some of them threaten to use 
them! Undoubtedly some of them are dis- 
satisfied, but there is no danger of an Indian 
war on that account. Would any of them 
have been dissatisfied if the Government had 
done its duty and had prevented greedy 


frontier speculators from supplying them 


with arms? In any event it is to be remem- 
bered that the great majority of the Indians 
are now peaceably disposed and are taking 
kindly to white ways. The threats of the 
Mandan people to kill all Indians after a cer- 
tain date under such circumstances are not 
warranted by the situation. The army is 
amply able to put down any outbreak, and 
meanwhile it is the duty of the Government 
to remove some of the vrominent causes of 
dissatisfaction and danger for which the 
whites are largely responsible.

CLEVELAND AND DEPEW ON RECIPROCITY 

The annual banquet of the Chamber of 
Commerce of New York was a notable event 
in the way of speech-making. The passage-at- 
arms between Mr. Depew and Mr. Cleveland 
was keen but of a good-natured character. 
The former having alluded in a complimentary 
manner to the Hon. Billy Springer’s previous-

tives. 
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Cleveland challenges an tl ‘combat in 
manufactures with cheap-labor Europe which 
would overwhelm us by its weight, mass, and 
cheapness. Every American industry would 
speedily be forced down to the wages level of 
Europe, and what that level is is shown by the 
efforts of half a million every year to escape 
from it and improve their circumstances by 
emigration to this dear-labor country. 
And yet Grover Cleveland, with almost 
brutal defiance of all economic laws and with 
reckless disregard of the conditions of labor- 
ingmen, publicly announces that he will run 
for President on the issue of tearing down all 
the bars and letting the cheap-labor products 
of Europe pour in here, taking away our hard 
money until our American labor compensa- 
tion is forced down to the level of the Euro- 
pean wage scale. This is Grover Cleveland’s 
conception of commercial reciprocity ! 

In contrast with this anti-American policy 
Mr. Depew publicly enlists under the banner 
of Blaine, who would reciprocally open our 
ports to all the American Republics—viz. : 
Newfoundland, Canada, Mexico, Guatemala, 
Honduras, Costa Rica, San Salvador, Nic- 
aragua, Venezuela, Colombia, Ecuador, Brazil, 
Argentine, Paraguay, Uruguay, Peru, Chili, 
and Hayti—nineteen nations, with a popula- 
tion of fully 45,000,000, Counting our 
own country, there would be unrestricted 
trade between twenty nations with a popula- 
tion of 110,000,000, These nations produce 
nothing in surplus which would beat down or 
damage the price of our labor. But free com- 
merce with them would open up magnificent 
markets for all our surplus products. They 
would benefit and so would we by such a free 
exchange of products of the farm and factory. 
This would be the outcome of Mr. Blaine's 
conservative policy; the upshot of Cleve- 
land’s policy would be to crush down Ameri- 
can wages 50 per cent and place our labor sys- 
tem on the European level. So far as per- 
sonal compliments are concerned Mr. Depew 
and Mr. Cleveland quit evens On the merits 
of the arguments as to the great American 
policy outlined by Mr. Blaine the large ma 
jority of the American people will applaud 
Mr. Depew. 


SENATOR SPOONER’S BAD ADVICE. 
A Washington correspondent of a Chicago 
paper has been favored by Senator Spooner 
with his views of the recent election as follows; 


Wasuineton, D. C., Nov. 18.—While Senator 
Spooner lays the 5 of the Democrat ie ticket in 
Wisconsin principally tothe school question, which 
raised so much ill-feeling within the Republican 
ranks, he is frank to say that the McKinley Tarif 
law cut a prominent figure and did the Repub- 
lican ticket great injury. 

Senator Spooner said he did not believe there 
would be any modification of the Tariff law at 
the approaching session. He thinks the Repub- 
lican party has put itself on record for just 
such a law as is now being enforced and that it 
might as well justify its action and stand by the 
record, Senator Spooner is not sure that the 
McKinley Tariff law will do the Republican party 
good in the campaign of 1892. Although he says 
he is a protectionist of the strictest type, yet he 
believes the McKinley law has gone too far in the 
direction of the interests of the manufacturers in 
the East. 


Senator Spooner’s eyesight is a little better 
than that of some of the defeated Representa- 
He perceives what they profess not to 
see, that the McKinley bill “has gone too far 
in the direction of the interests of the manu- 
facturers in the East in raising prices on the 
West, and he is not sure that the law will do 
the party any good in the campaign of 1892. 
Yet after these admissions that the bill is bad, 
unjust, and may harm the Republicans two 

ears hence, he says the party might as 
well justify its action and stand oy the rec- 
ord.“ ifthe action of its leaders is wrong 
where is the wisdom of justifying it? Can it 
be that Mr. Spooner, having lost his own seat 
by “standing by the,McKinley bill,“ is indif- 
ferent what kind of advice he gives the party? 
Does he want those Republican foxes who 
have saved their tails thus far to lose them so 
they may resemble him? 

The old Whig party chose to “stand by ite 

record, and it went down with it and never 
rose again. Some of its dest members want- 
ed it in 1852 to abandon its false ground to 
quit crawling before slaveholders as the Reed-

Roman’s ” banquet, Grover neatly and clev- 
erly made a point by nominating Mr. Depew, 
“without injury to himself,“ and thus paid 
back all the nice things which Chauncey is 
reported to have said about Grover at the 
John Russell Young dinner. The speeches of 
these two gentlemen, however, did not other- 
wise agree. They were as wide apart as the 
poles. Mr. Depew dazed the mugwumps 
present by nominating Mr. Blaine and com- 
mitting himself unreservedly to Blaine’s 
scheme of commercial reciprocity among all 
the nations of both Americas, arguing that 
there should be the largest reciprocity and 
closest commercial relations between them. 
Mr. Cleveland, on the other hand, committed 
himself to absolute free trade with Europe 
and clearly laid down the platform upon which 
he expects to run for the Presidency in 1892 
in the following significant declaration: 


We have heard a great deal tonight about liter- 
ature in commerce and reciprocity ; of reciprocity 
with Spanish-speaking people. Now I think if 
reciprocity is good for the Spanish-speaking peo- 
ple why is not it a good thing to have) reciprocity 
with our own [British] people? We have heard 
about France helping out England and the United 
States financially. Now, why cannot they do so 
commercially? 


This clearly means open ports to the manu- 
factures of France and England and of course 
of all Europe, and was so intended. But the 
illustration made use of by Mr. Cleveland has 
no force in connection with free trade. 
The Bank of France lent money to the Bank 
of England to help save a great banking 
house from disaster which might topple over 
many other banks. It has no bearing upon 
the question of reciprocity. What Mr. Cleve- 
iand wants is unrestricted trade with Europe. 
His idea of fair trade means to open our ports 
free of duty to all kinds of manufactures of 
360,000,000 people and to all the surpluses 
they have for sale and force our manufact- 
urers to compete with them in spite 
of the tremendous disadvantages which 
double European wages impose | on them. 
The Americans and Europeans are of related 
races. They have the same civilization and 
arts. The Europeans have six times our cap- 
ital as well as population. The zones of pro- 
duction are almost the same. They compete 
with us in everything except cotton and corn. 
In all other agricultural products they are our 
rivals. Their fruits, vegetables, and domestic 
animals are the same as ours. Russia has 
twice our wheat land area. She will soon 
supply the bread deficiencies of England and 
crowd us out of that market, as her labor 
toils for one-third what ours gets. Western 
Europe competes with us in every kind of 
manufactures, the labor costing less than half 
as much. They have the great advantage of 
cheaper capital and cheaper labor. They are 
supplied with railroads, except Rasta, which 
is building as fast as she can in order to util- 
ize her vast agricultural resources. Europe's 

steamship lines encircle the globe. y own 
all the ocean cables. They would start in

ntracts with the mill bosses. If Mr. Spoon- 
er is not old enough to remember what be- 
came of the Whig party his father can tell 
him, 

As for the school question, Mr. Spooner can 
rest assured it would have amounted to little 
had the McKinley bill been out of the way. 
It was that bill which weakened party ties 
and converted, temporarily, Republicans into 
Democrats. And if the bad features of that 
bill are not repealed these tens of thousands 
of bolting Republicans in Wisconsin and else- 
where will remain with the Democratic party.

SECRETARY WINDOM OPPOSED TO DIS- 
CARDING GOLD. 

It is intimated from Washington that in 
his forthcoming annual report Secretary Win- 
dom will stand upon his old ground of re- 
sistance to any policy which does not anchor 
tofgold values the silver coinage and the 
notes issued upon it He may refrain from 
urging new legislation in regard to it, for 
fear that any change might be for the worse, 
but his comparisons of prices and the move- 
ment of silver since the passage of the Silver 
bill became assured will be a strong argu- 
ment against the possibility of sustaining that 
metal at par with gold by legislation when 
the facts of the commercial situation do not 
warrant it. The further decline which has 
occurred since the Secretary decided on this 
course strongly emphasizes the strength of 
his position, The greater part of the 
advance is already lost. The spur of 
the intended legislation and the spec- 
ulative movement arising out of it car- 
ried the price of silver up to 121 per troy 
ounce, making the pure metal in the United 
States dollar worth 98% cents on a gold basis. 
It has since sunk back to near 75 cents for the 
dollar, or but 5 per cent more than the lowest 
valuation previous to the passage of the law. 
The agreement to purchase a sufficiency of 
silver for the coinage of $54,000 per year 
proves utterly insufficient to keep up the sell- 
ing value far above the point it reached in the 
absence of the stimulus afforded by our 
widening of the market, as too many people 
in other countries are anxious to take advan- 
tage of the situation. It was recently re- 
ported in Tun Tarsune that the balance 
of our silver imports versus exports for 
last month, as compared with the average 
for October in the two years next preceding, 
was against us to theextent of some $3,800,000, 
which forms by far the greater part of the 
monthly coinage. Even Mr. Ottomar Haupt, 
the one man who was most enthusiastic in his 
estimates of the radical alteration in relative 
values to be brought about by the silver law, 
is now quoted as admitting that “the monthly

ELECTION EXPENSES IN NEW YORE. 
The returns of the election expenses of can- 


didates, required by the new Election law in 


New York, supply some very valuable informa- 
tion. The law obliges candidates to file a 
sworn statement of their election expendi- 
tures within two weeks after the election, and 
these statements are now all in. Like many 
other features of the law, however, this pro- 
vision has proved valueless so far as it affects 
the assessment of candidates, which was one 
of the evils it was hoped would be broken up. 
The claw of the Tammany tiger is seen all 
through the statements clutching the spoils. 
The Congressional contributions are signifi- 
cant. It cost Amos Cummings, an eminent 
reformer, $2,168 to secure reélection to Con- 
gress, and of this amount $1,000 was paid to 
Tammany and $1,000 to the County Democ- 
racy. Roswell P. Flower paid these organiza- 
tions $3,418. The average contribution by 
Democratic Congressmen to Tammany alone 
was $1,000 egch. The county officers’ paid it 
about $4,000 each, the pickings being richer. 
The contribution of Assemblymen averaged 
$300 and of Aldermen about $200. Mayor 
Grant’s expenses were $7,238, of which $4,000 
went to Tammany. Compare this with the 
election expenses of Mr. Scott, the citizens’ 
candidate, the total of which was only $20.85! 
No wonder that Tammany had no use for a 
candidate of that kind! The contributions of 
candidates for the Judgeships were extraor- 
dinary. Newburger, the Tammany candidate 
for City Judge, an office paying $10,000 a year, 
contributed $4,000 to Tammany. There were 
two candidates for this office. Each contrib- 
uted $4,000. The Civil Justices paid $4,000 
McAdam, Tammany’s candidate for Superior 
Court Judge, paid Tammany $10,000 for his 
election! In the past this office has been sold 
sometimes by Tammany for $25,000! James 
M. Varnum, the Municipal League candidate 
for the same offiee, says in his certificate: “I 
have not contributed or expended, directly or 
indirectly, either myself or through any other 
person, any money or other valuable consider- 
tion of any kind or nature in aid of my elec- 
tion to such office.’””’ When Tammany charges 


such excessive prices for judicial nominations, 


of what use is it to hope for honest Judges or 
an honest administration of the law? The 
New York Evening Post tabulates the contri- 
butions to “qa as follows:

Mr. Dana is not keeping up with the prog- 
ress of Democratic thought. The leaders of 
that party have left miles and miles behind 
them such sentiments as those which found 
their way into the platform of 1884, which rep- 
resented the ideas of Mr. Randall. Without 
an exception worth mentioning the Demo- 
crats today stand united on the Tilden plat- 
form of 1880, of a tariff for revenue only.“

Those of 
modern Democracy are of much more inter- 
est, and they are briefly: “A tariff modeled 
on that of England, free trade with Europe, 
and the European wage scale, with which to

If the McKinley billcan be gotten out of 
the way so as not to be the issue in 1892 the 
people will be called on then to decide be- 
tween these Calhoun doctrines and moderate 
protection with Pan-American reciprocity. 
If that is the issue the Republicans will win. 
If it is fought on the issue of standing by Mc-

of the Constitution — the Fugitive Slave law 
of 1850.

TERRIBLE STORMS ON THE ATLANTIC. 


Incoming Vessels Report Encountering a 
Series of Furious Gales.

JOHN BOYD TRIES TO KILL HIS WIFE, 

CHILD, AND HIMSELF, _ 


He succeeds in Committing Suicide, and the 
Others Will Probably Die—The Murderer 
Confésses a Crime Committed in Chicago
